Two Japanese tra n s ­ 
ports of 6,000 tons each, anchored 
eight versts out, and two launches 
were lowered and proceeded to the 
Novik. 
At iu:45 the order was given 
to fire volley» at the Jap anese on 
board the Novik and in the launches. 
This firing was so successful th a t the 
deck of the Novik was cleared and the 
launches returned to the transports. 
T he enemy returned the R ussian Are, 
but no dam age w as done.

board the Novik and found a num ber 
of rifles and som e wires connected 
with mines. 
T he wires were cut and 
mines in different parts of the ship 
were rem oved.”

The “ church of the first P a ris h ” de 
seryes more than a passing word, 
it 
is a beautiful building in a Grecian 
and Gothic style completed in 1899 and 
costing over $80,000. 
Entering the 
vestibule one is impressed with the 
beauty of the walls and ceiling which

Returning to Court street we soon 
come to “ Pilgrim H a ll.” 
It was built 
in 1824 by the P ilgrim Society, and 
rebuilt and much improved by Joseph

The 
first detail of the beautiful in te rio r to 
command our attention is the group of 
memorial windows behihd the Chancel. 
They are of Tiffany’s workmanship, 
the center one representing the “ sign­ 
ing of the com pact,” while on 
the 
right and left are com panion windows 
showing the effect of the com pact up­ 
on civic and religious ,life. 
The gift 
altar chairs and communion table are 
of exqusitely caryed oak, as is also 
the sweet toned organ. 
In the rea r of 
the church are three more memorial 
windows, depicting scenes of the early 
history of the Pilgrim s. 
Leaving the church we climbed the 
long series of stairs which leads to the 
summit of B urial Hill. 
After a few 
steps we find ourselves standing by 
the Monument which m arks the site of 
Gov, B rad fo rd ’s grave. 
From here 
a most beautiful yiew of the H arb o r 
is obtained and in fact, of the su r­ 
rounding country on all sides.
